ST. PAUL. MINN.. Oct. 31.— Dr. 
William J. Mayo, advising the Board 
of Regents at the University of Min- 
nesota that the university should not 
be opened to civilian students, in view 
of tae epidemic of inflnenza in the 
State, announced that a serum treat- 
ment has been perfected at the Mayo 
Jnttitational at Rochester that thus 
far has prevented a single case of 
painwonia developing f^lowing at- 
tacks of the Spaaiik faifhMmaa 

''Maia tlwn 1,000 csaea have been 
trastod with tlie semm, and in no 
esse we kaaiw that had preventive in- 
eccalstfioB has pneamonis developed/* 
Dr. Mayo said. **We are not abso- 
lutely sure, except that we know 
the inocculation can do no harm." 

Referrinfr to the possibility of the 
MTum beiii^r used in the army bar- 
racks and eli^ewhere. Dr. Mayo said 
ihe Government probably will not be 
able to obtain the serum in quanti- 1 
ties until the supply is developed. He ! 
^aid the anti-pneumonia serum had ; 
been combined with another preven- 
tive serum, and that the experiments 
now are being watched closely. 

"Moreover," Dr. Mayo continued, 
' Spanish influenza is just the old- 
fashioned grippe, and should run its 
course in a month or a little more. We 
are now in the second lap in this 
country, and in a few weeks, we 
should be clear of the epidemic."

"The French people show us every 
courtesy, and try to make is as 
agreeable as possible for us. At the 
same time they v«y. cheerfully re- 
lieve us of any surpuls money we 
may haTO on our persoas, using for 
bait their wines, all of which are of 
questi<mable qunJlty, since the Amer- 
ican has done his best to drink up 
all the old vintage. In fact, you may 
go into a town to-day and get a very 
good wine for perhaps four fanes 
and the next day (Americans being 
pre.'^ent) the price will unaccounta- 
bly have risen to ten or twelve 
francs, and perhaps the test will 
show 90% water. We look at this as 
industry and fair bargaining. It 
simply (means a little less wine and a 
much better American soldier. 

"The Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., K. 
of C. and the Salvation Army do all 
they can to make the men comforta- 
ble and to furnish them with the 
place and material for writin^r home. 
Also, they are on the Job with to- 
bacco, candy and little delicacies that 
go far toward making a man satis- 
fied. 

"What I have said has not been 
said to belittle the aanger that our 
soldiers undergo, nor the bravery 
that they have shown at every oppor- 
tunity, but to impress upon you the 
splendid use that has been made of 
the funds that the Government and 
the charitable institutions allied 
with our Government in this great 
cause have spent in this huge enter- 
prise. 

"Our troops hare had a great num- 
ber of casualtiea, parhapa because ot 
their great impetuosity and tha ab- 
solute absence of fear, but they are 

giving thejmselves to a greht Meal, 

and none of them are afraid to die. 
The wounded men have the greatest 
desire imaginable to get back into* 
the scrap and get even with the Hun 
that had the nerve to take a pot 
shot at him. But most frequently it 
is a machine gun or a shell that gets 
our men, for we are not fighting the 
Germans, but we are fighting the 
machines of the Gerpaans, which 
takes only the more bravery because 
the Joy of personal combat is not 
there. 

"I haaa bean ordered to Camp Lo- 
gan, Teenus. as aa instructor, and, in 
all probability, will not be able to 
see you, but it is a great pleasure to 
write to the father of one of our 
lighting men on the other side, es- 
pecially when that fighting man is a 
real, manly, upstanding, likeable, 
fine soldier as I know 8ergt-llaj.

The recent Cheaiieal Show in Mew 

York filled the Grand Central Pal- 
ace, and it was perhaps the greatest 
exhibit of the achievements of Amer- 
ican brains ever collected under a 
eigle roof. Tbe Show dmnonatrated 
to the entire satisfaction of the scien- 
tifis world, which found its way to 
the place, that the things Germany- 
has held as a mortal cinch for half 
a eentury or longer, belonged to her 
no more — for Germany can choke on 
her own potash for all we care on 
this side of the waters. When it 
comes to the manufacture of dyes tbe 
Du Foatfa ha^ demoaatrated that 
tbey have a newly established indus- 
try that will set us free forever from 
dependence upon German dyes. 

The name Du Pont, and i>owder, 
are almost ssmonymous to the general 
public; but the Du Fonts have been 
making big inroads into American 
industry aside from munitions. It is 
mighty interesting to know that this 
tremendous enterprise is preparing 
to discount the reeonstruction period 
by providing a way to util- 
ize its great capital a-nd the 
serivces of its 75,000 employes — 65,- 
000 of whom are engaged in war 
work — ^when the munitions of peace 
supplant the munitions of war. 

It is only a step over the back 
fence from the bases from which 
most of the high explosives are ob- 
tained as by-products of the cokiair 
industry to the' same sources from 
which are obtained the bases from 
which are manufactured the interme- 
diates and finally the dyes so much 
needed to supply practically every 
other industry. And in the big show* 
the biggest end of the exhibit was of 
American dyes. It was conclusively 
demonstrated that the question "what 
can l>e produced" l>elongs entirely in 
the paat tease; and it Is far ouMre In- 
teresting to learn tbe truth as to 
what is produced? The answer to this 
latter phase of the situation within 
the industry shows that as good dyes 
are l>eing produced In sulllcient quan- 
tities right now to meet all industrial 
demands, as are needed, and that tbey 
are made in America. The dye manu- 
facturers have been having considera- 
ble trouble with textile manufactur- 
ers who have insisted on using dyes 
made of wool on cotton, and dyes in- 
tended for silk on wool. This sort of 
bungling has reflected considerably 
upon American dyes, and has been 
responsible for most of the criticism 
that hss been so freely made. But 
tbe difficulty has bssa only tempo- 
rary, and it has been practically rem- 
edied. 

The great crowds that gathered to 
witnees the victories of the American 

chemists had the satisfaction to lie- 
bold the dye manufacturing processes 
in operation; and color for color, it 
was demonstrated that the hoipfi 4 
expoaed to soallght aad 
in every way equal to the foreign 
equivalent. It is an interesting co- 
incident that the same great Arm of 
Du Font that has shot our enemies 
full of holes In wartime has been the 
leader in perfecting on a big scale 
the dye-making industry, which is to 
continue to shoot disappointment in- 
to Germany long years after the 
strugglsa of bi^ttles are over. It has 
all along heaa claimed that Ger- 
many's dyestuff Industry was to be a 
thing to bargain with for interna- 
tional commercial advantages, and it 
was to be an earnest that tbe world 
onee pnore at peace muat early resume 
business relatloBS with her. 

Further, it was a source of large 
income and a source of still larger 
prestige. Tbe duplication of this in- 
dustry in America must proye very 
disquieting to the people over the 
Rhine.

Senator Weeks, of Massachusetts, 
introduced the original "reconstruc- 
tion" bill in the Senate. It was im- 
mediately taken up by a Republican 

a JoUU committee of the two branch- 
es of Congress consisting of six mem- 
bers from each body, one-half of 
whom are to be Democrats and the 
other ooa-half of tha coataittoa to be 
Republleaaa. Senator Overman, of 
North Carloina. has followed with a 
resolution similar to the Weeks meas- 
ure, except that it provides that the 
President shall name the mambers of 
a raoMstructlon commission, and 
that it shall be' independent of Con- 
gress. The Overman bill is generally 
regarded as the "Administration 
measure." Other bills have been in- 
troduced by Saaator Owea, of Okla- 
taovni. and aaother by^Meyer London, 
Socialist; and still another by Rep- 
resentative Madden, of Chicago. The 
Weeks resolution enumerates speci- 
fically tbe different subjects to be in- 
vestlgatat aad reported on. It specie 
f^es a number of problems affecting 
labor, capital and credit, public utili- 
ties, conditions resulting from the 
nu>bilisa|toa of our industrial and 
military war t m e mr t M , p s aM as M af- 
fecting our foreign trade, the contin- 
uance of existing industries, and the 
establishment of new industries; 
problems relating to. i^grieult^re; 
proUsaas affeettog tbe aieaaato pro- 
duction and effective distribution of 
coal, gasoline and other fuels, prob- 
lems relating to shipping, (including 
shipping yards), and especially in re- 
gard to tbe sale, oontinuaaca of ovrh- 
ersbip or leasing Of botb yards and 
ships, housing conditions, aad condi- 
tion of house construction by the 
Government during the war, where 
legislation is now on the statute 
books with refer^ce its repeal, 
extenrfoa or anbadaiem. In addi- 
tion to these topics, which 
are subdivided into many sub- 
jects, the resolution further provides 
that the committee of Congress shall 
hava power to laquire into making 
recommendations with reference to 
"all matters necessarily arising dur- 
ing the change from the activities of 
war to tba ponmit of paaaa."

In the annals of humanity there 
occurs the record of no greater waste 
of human resource than that of which 
Col. Thodore Roosevelt has been, 
guilty. Possessed of splendid powers 
of mi-nd, magnetism of the strongest, 
animal courage in such a degree as to

Ksd Col. Roo s ev el t devoted btai- 
self to the uses of patriotism from the 
entry of the United States into the 
war until this time, it would be im- 
possible to calculate the good he 
could have accomplished.
